NEWBY  FAMILY . 


HENRY  NEWBY  WAS  TRANSPORTED  TO  VIRGINIA,  in  the  "Thomas  and  John",  Jan  6,  1635. 
and  seemed  to  have  been  in  a  Quaker  settlement. 


William  NEWBY  came  from  London  to  New  Eng.  on  the"Mary  and  John",  Mch.  24,  1633, 
aged  24,(Hotten).  Records  of  fiansemond  Co.  Va.  show  that  William  Newby  was  a 
resident  of  that  countyl3d  lOmo  1684,  being  at  that  time  a  member  of  the 
x^chuckatuck"  Monthly  Meeting,  where  he  is  found  as  a  witness  to  a  marriage 
with  wife  Ixabell.  As  neither  of  his  sons  had  a  wife  by  that  name,  and  the  name 
Isobel  came  down  in  the  family  for  several  generations,  among  his  descendants, 
it  seems  natural  to  suppose  that  this"Izabell"  was  the  wife  of  William. 

His  sons  named  on  Chuckatuck  Register,  were  Gabriel,  who  was  first  to  migrate 
to  Perquimans;  Nathan  a  Quaker  minister  about  1707;  and  Thomas  who  is  not  named 
on  $he  said  Register,  but  is  name  in  his  brother  Nathan's  will  in  Perquimans. 

It  seems  that  Thomas  remained  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  Co.,Va.  where  Us  son 
(presumably)  married  Mary  Pretlow.  He  was  called  "Thomas  Newby  of  Va."
